BEIRUT (Agnneies) — Callers 
purporting to speak for four 
groups were reported Friday to 
have claimed re^xmsfoflity for die 
attengited hijav of an Iraqi 
Jetliner in which 62 people were 
killed. 

Among these groups was 
Islamic Jihad, the pn>-lraoiao 
Shf ite extremist faction that holds 
American and French hostages in 
Lebanon. 

An anonymous caller Haimffig 
to speak £ot Idamic Jihad told a 
Western news agency office in 
Beirut that the oiguisatioo 
staged Thursd^’s hijack in 
cooperation with the Al Oawa 
Par^. 

Al Dawa is made up of 
piD-lianian Iraqi Shf lies opposed 
to the Iraqi govenfmeot. They' 
•profess allqjanoe to Iranian 
revolution^ patriarch Ayatollah 
.Ruholl^ K&meini. 

The Arabic-speaking caller 
'renewed Islamic jihad’s demand 
that 17 comrades i a y ri soned in 
Kuwait for bomba^ the U.S. and 
French embassies there in 
Deoeofoer 1983 be freed. 

He said aD mediation efforts 
with Kuwait had fofled to foee any 
of the 17 convicts, vriio bekng to 
the Al Dawa Pa^. 

The caller said Islamic Jihad 
would “keq> up its attacks aga^ 
miBtary, econo mic and other vital 
Iraqi targets." 

He warned that Saudi Arabia 
would incur die organisation’s 
wratii if it fails to “leleaseatonoe’’ 
two bijackeirs ' he said wete~

The caller said the ticy ;^tes*

Jordan and Egypt

Iraq accuses Iranian agents of sky 
piracy that resulted in death of 62

AMMAN — Jordan and'Egypt on Friday 
denounced the aborted hijack attempt and 
the subsequent grenade attacks aboard an 
Iraqi airliner kfliing at least 62 people on 
Thursday and Iraq accused Iranian agents of 
staging the sky piracy.

AMMAN — The tra^ crash of 
an Iraqi jetliner whiA killed at 
least people on Thursday was

to one of die Jordanian survivois. 

The aborted hqack over Saudi 
I air^«ce and the subsequent crash 
lof die Iraqi-Ahways Boeing 737 in 
'die Saudi desert at mid^ oa 
Thursday drew condemnatioa 
fiom Jordan, Egypt and li^, 
wfaidi on Fridt^ accused Iranian 
agents of staging the sky piraiy. 

In Amman oo Friday, SaBm Al 
=Oado, a businessman, mie of the 
survivors, gave a 
aunate-^-tninutB acoount of the 
'incidents that immediately 
Iprece^ the plunge of the 
airfiaer. Mr. Dado said die entire 
.episode of “honor and deadi” 
i^ted for about 20 initiules and 
die actual battle between die 
hijackers and Iraqi securiQr men 
^aboard the plane lasted about < 


seven minutes. 

Former Interior .Minister

Politicians described the release 
as a perfect Christmas present for 
Cornea’s wife and Chirac’s office 
said it was “tiie fruit of stubboni 
effijrts by the government.”

Al Ra'i: Wishes alone won’t work 

CHRISTMAS whidi was celebrated oa Thursday was yet another 
occasbn forheadsofwoildgoveninieDts to express wishes for peace. 
But these were the same wishes they expressed to the worid in ^ past 
Christmases while the world at large and our region in particular 
remained exposed to grave danger. Wishes alone cannot make peace 
and world governments ought to work for the establishment of 
justice which can guarantee stability and security. It is irooic to see 
Shamirand Peres who head IsraeFs coalition government expressing 
their wishes for peace in the Middle East wbQe at the same time 
pursuing a drive for perpetuating Israers domuration of Arab land. 
The Israelis are being helped and encouraged by other forces which 
contuiuously display their bostilitjr toward the Arabs and accuse 
them of being behind terTorist activities. Sud attitudes can never 
create p<raoe norcan they help bring about justice and stabiliiy for the 
people of the Middle East region. The aggressors and tlK)se 
conspiring with them against the Palestinian peoplecannot claim that 
they wish to see peace; and those Westerners who protect Israel 
cannot claim they are protectors of Christianity because Chiistiani^, 
along with the other monotheistic religions, calls for peace md love 
among work! peoples. It is rather better for those th**! bold power in 
the ir hands to take action to bring us real peace ana not give us mere 
eo^ty wishes. 

Al Dustour: Outside forces at wprk 

THE Iranians have now launched another desperate offensive 
against Iraq despite their knowledge that they cannot achieve 
anything at all except killing more Iranian troops. The Iranians have 
ignored Iraq^ call for peace and metliatioa efforts by world 
organjsations. and they are pursuing efforts to occupy Arab tenitoiy 
without the least success- Hundrecb of thousands of Iranian youths 
are being sacrificed for the sake of quenching ±e Iranian regime's 
lustfor waraad fortheir expansionist designs in the Arab region. The 
past few daj/s proved that Iraq is not only able to repel apression but 
also of infhctiag heavy losses in men and material. This war on the 
Iranian side is not directed by professional military men but rather by 
religious leaders who try to exploit religion for achieving their own 
wipose of dominating the Iranian people. Therefore, the Iranian 
forces continue to lose one battle after another, and more and more 
Iranians are killed or taken prisoner. However, the emergence of 
new sophtSDcafod weapons in the hands of the Iranians reveals 
beyond doubt the desue of numerous hostile forces and foreign 
countries to maintain this war and prolong it as much as possible, and 
so serve American-Israeli interests. We nave do doubt about Iraq's 
power and its abili^ to repel aggression, but we call on all Arab and 
Islamic nations to t^e serious and firm measures to bring the war to 
an end and thwart Israels objectives. 

Al Shaab: Arab Order threatened 

THE Iraqi forces are now scoring new successes against the Iranian 
aggressors, dealing yet another blow to the Tehran regime. The 
Iraqis have completely dominated the battlefield infliaing heavy 
losses in the ranks of the Iranian troops. But the regime in Tehran is 
closing their ears to calls for peac,: and an end to the war. and all th^ 
want is further killings and more tragedies for the Iranian people. 
Iraq for its p>art is stilt steadfast and is still calling fora peaceful end to 
the conflict and Iraqi soldiers are waging a battle in defence of the 
Arab Nation against all attempts for hegemony and domination. For 
this reason, Jordan has been firm in its support for Iraq and will 
continue to dose out of a national commitment for the Iraqi brothers 
who are defending Arab existence and Arab heritage. As King 
Hussein recently said diis Gulf conflict has grave dimensions and th& 
' Iranians are threatening the Arab Order and continuing the 
aggiessioQ on Arab soQ. The Iranian regime which has been rallying 
the Iranian masses against Iraq in the name of Islam is colluding with 
the Israelis and the enemies of Islam. This regime which has faced 
one defeat after ano theris finding vent by turning a^inst die Iranian 
people themselves treating them with repression and terrorism.

Al Rai: First step 

THE Lo\i'er House of Parliament's endorsement of the new 1 9S7 
budget represents popular support for the government and its 
policies which are based on the directives of King Hussein. Speeches 
delivered by deputies during the budget derate reflect the thinking of 
the Jordanian people and the views of the majority of the citizens on 
the two banks. Prime Minister Zaid Rifai summed up the debate and 
the provisions of the budget with a speedi in which he clarified a 
number of points, voicing pride in the close cooperation between the 
legislative and executive authorities in Jordan.

Sawt Al Shaab'. Shared responsibility 

THE Gulf front has lately witnessed an escalatkm of war activity 
which indicates that more battles are on the way. The major 
confrontation between the two sides is bound to come at any time in 
view of die failure of all bids to end the conflict by peaceful means. 
There are a lot of countries that benefit from such a conflict and they 
have been involved in supplying w’eapons to the aggressors with the 
purpose of enabling them to prolong the duration of the war. These 
hostile forces have not done a meaningful thing to put an end to the 
bloodied that has been going on for more than six years. The United 
States is the best example bemuse it has been bragging about seeing 
the two sides concludi^ peace while in secret it has been supplying 
the Iranians with.weapons and spare parts.

Across the Jordan: A Christmas message 


FROM ancient times Israel has been embattled within itself and with 
others, for somehow it relegated to. itself a superior role among 
mankind: the role of die “chosen people” who are in special favour 
with God. That is why Israel never tived at peace with itself dr with 
others, and that also helps explain why the Jews, who claim a long 
tradition of law and a prominent role in the development of human 
civilisation, can at the same time be so cruel fo odiers. especially the 
Arabs of Palestine. This is the more curious since their “^Iden age” 
was only under Ai^*Islamic rule from 900-1141 when they 
pio^red not only in Damascus, Baghdad, Cairo and other Arab 
regions but in Arab ^raio as well. It was when the Arabs left Spain 
that its Jew's were also expelled. Both Arabs and Jews suffered 
the brutalities of the Crusades and from the attempted forced 
conversion to Christianity and the Spanish inquisitioa. 

While man's memoiy in literal is short, that of the Jews in 
pa^cularseems to be even shorter; this in spite of the fact that they 
cltum a historical legacy as old as time. Th'is reorark is oecessirated in 
view of die brutalities and the atrocities that the Jews have inflicted 
on the Arabs in this centuiy . Injusdces and atrocities brought on by 
Zionist ascendancy in modem times, especially in the West, and an 
asoendan^ and influence that the Jews paid for with blood, loss of 
dignr^, discrimiDation and much hatred. And intead of approaching 
their problem in a bumanitarian manner with the Arabs, and at 
petfa^ the lowest point in Arab histoi^ when we most needed help, 
the Zionists, driven by a strong desue of revenge, and andent, 
though misguided and baseless hatred, unleashed their wrath upon 


us. The atrocities that Israel has committed ^inst the Ar^ in 
recent wedts are but acontinuatfon of a tradition it has established 
since 1948 and before.

And so I tried to explain and in my explanation I told him that New 
Yoric, a ci^ in Norm Americ^ or Sidney in Australia was closer to 
me than Jerusalem. But, oqt visitor said, “This is intolerable, how can 
that be?" 

This is anotiier Christmas whjdi pas^ witii Jerusalem under 
ocojpation. Twenty winters and 20 Christmases, and we are still 
denied, wbetber Muslim or Christian Arabs, the rights to our dtj^ 
rights ^ sovereignly, pilgrimage and every day Ufe. The grand old 
mayorof Jerusalem, Mr. Rouhi Al Khatib, is still alive wd one hopes 

chat God will give him more years until his eyes can cherish Jerusalem 

once £^in. 

If die Jews forgot we cannot forget, we shall cratinue to remind 
them. It is with us they ultimately must live and no amoimt of force 
or. creation of and “new realities''*' on the ground wfl! 

obliterate that fact. Now that the Arab Worid is ready for peace as 


expressed In the 1982 peace plan, is the time for Israel to 
oondude an honotimie and a just, yes., just peaceful settlement 
Otheiwise the situation will continue, ana however nudearised or 
powerful Israel gets, it would surely come under the shadow of the 

sword. IsraeTssecurity is not in more arms, nudear or otherwise, and 

certainly not in furdier «3pansion.r but in being accepted in the 
oe^bouihood.Itcan continue to more weapons, to distort A^ 

culture and image and to commit whatever atrodties it wants against 
us, but it can never be legitimate. It can also build a nuclear wall 
around itself as Sam Cohen, inventor of the neutron bomb, once 
suggested, but that too will buy it fiirther estrangement-and the . Jew 
Mio emee escaped the ghettos of Warsaw, Prague. Budq>est, New 
York and Vleana will tmly move to a modem nuclear ghem buih by 
himself The eternal stranger, the wandering Jew will continue op bs 
journey, a stranger who made yet another brief stop in Palestine. 

Just a reminder; The Jews were expelled fiom Fiance in 1182, 
Britain 1290 and from 1300-1600 they were either massacred or 
forcibly converted in most countries of Western Europe. They were 
e7q>ellM from ^in in 1492, from Sicily. 1493, Lithuania, 149S, 
Fbrtu^ 1497-7, Btandeobuig, 1510, Naples, 1541, Prajguc 1541 
and in 1544 Martin Luther cfaaz^ them mth Christ's killmg. Flrom 
1648-49,300 communities were destroyed in the Ukraine alone and 
from 1670-1789 expulsioas and persecutions were common 
diroughout Europe, not to mention other atrodties committed 
• against them in the I9th and 20th centuries. 

This is truly a sad message or another sad Arab Christmas. Surely 
someone someday must leam somethiag from histor. 


‘Star Wars’ remains key to U-S.-Soviet arms dispute

WASHINGTON -“Star Wars," 
the still-theoretical technology 
which President Ronald Reagan 
believes will make the United 
States invulnerable to . missile 
attack, remained the key to 
U.S.-^viet wrangling over arms 
control in 1986. 

Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev sought to curtaQ the 
research programme, formally 
known as the strategic defence 
initiative (SOI), by a deal at the 
Iceland summit. 

Unexpected offers by the 
Soviets to cut back their nuclear 
arsenalsled to all-nightbargaining 
session between top U.S. and 
Soviet arms-control specialists. 
An extra meeting between 
Gorbachev and Reagan on the 
final day of the summit spurred 
optimism that a major pact was 
forthcoming. 

But both men emerged 
grim-faced from the final session, 
saying agreement on majorcuts in 
nuclear weapons was s^mied by 
Gorbachev's adamaoce on 
limiting “Star Wars*' research to 
the laborabiy. Reagan refused to 
g^-e away what he regarded as a 
technological edge. 

At the «hd' of Tlttir’.'GWeva 
summit ill ■ NpvenDibef-''P9i85, 
Gorbachev and Reagan cdllbd'for. 
in general terms. 50 per cent cuts 
in offensive nuclear delivery 
systems and issued a joint 
statemeat which "confiimed the 



importance of an ongoing 
(fialogue, reflecting their strong 
desire to seek common ground on 
existing problems.” 

They^^^reed to meet again. It 
was believed that Gorbachev 
would visit Washington in 1986. 
and Reagan would go to Moscow" 
the foUowii^ year. 

Howeve'r, it soon* became 


apparent that Gorbachev’s failure 
to derail "Star Wars” in Geneva 
was causing discord in the 
Kremlin. Soviet and U.S. 

negotiators were linable to n'a^W 
arms-control differences, and; 
several spy capers caused tempers 
tofjare. '

Soviets no nearer to Afghan 
victory, but diplomacy is stirring

ISLAMABAD - Seven years 
after the Kremlin sent troops into 
Af^iapistan. do military solution 
is in si^t to the cruel guerrilla war 
devastating the country. 

But analysts see signs of 
movement in the drawn-out 
diplomatic process which show 
that hopes are not yet dead for a 
negotiated settlement against all 
the odds. 

When negotiations resume in 
Geneva in seven weeks' time, it 
could paradoxically be Pakistan, 
one of the key players in the 
drama, which finds itself under 
pressure, they say. 

Afghanistan has been a major 
foreign policy embarrassment for 
Moscow. Wliile it costs only a tiny 
proportion of total military 
expenditure, the eight-year-old 
confGct has supplied a steady flow 
of casualties — 3.000 in 1986. 
according to U.S. estimates. 

Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev described it as a 
"bleeding wound." But analysts, 
diplomats and Afghan-watchers 
in Islamabad see the cost to 
Pakistan as just as great. 

More than three million 
Afghans have fled to Pakistan and 
the number is growing all the time. 
Some 90-95 .OCX) refugees crossed 
the mouatains in 1986 alone, 
informed sources say. 

The Afghans are seen as a 
lajor destabilising influence and 
the arms which have flooded into 
the couatry inieoded for the tens 
of thousands of guerrillas as a 
potential securi^ threat. 

The point was underlined by 
last week’s riots in Karachi. 
Pakistan's biggest city, when the 
presence of the Afghans was a 
factor and weapons were used in 
unprecedented quantities. 

The U-N. sponsored mediation 
has narrowed the differences to 
one of “time-trame” the 
timing of a Soviet withdrawal and 
a halt to outside support for the 
anti-Communist guenrQlas. 

But for the analysts this phrase 
masks the real issue: what kind of 
administration the Kremlin leaves 
behind.

Id recent weeks the Kremlin has 
given plenQ' of signs of wanting to. 
reach a speedy settlemenL On a 
visit to India, - Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev went out of 
his way to make friendly gestures 
to Islamabad, and days later a 
senior Pakistani Foreign Ministry 
official went to Moscow for talks. 

He wasclosely followed by a top 
delation from Kabul headed by 
Communist leader Najibullah. 
who announced plans at a Kremlin 
banquet for a "government of 
national ilnitir." 

Since taking office in May, the 
former secret police chief has 
redoubled efforts to present the 
government as a broadbased 
coalition acceptable to all Afghan 
socie^. He wooed ioflueaci^ 
non-Communists inside the 
country while declaring his 
readiness to admit Af^ans now 
outside it to government. 

Although Najibullah's personal 
standing was enhanced last week 
by his taking over the presidency 
of a new commission to draft a 
constitution. Western d^lomats 
say his canqraigD - has so far not 
attracted any figure of 
standing and the rebels are 
unimpressed. 

The analysts say that however 
keen Pakistan may be to reach an 
accommodation wiA Moscow, it 
will first have to overcome the 
intransigence of is Afghan guests. 

“Any agreement which doesn't 
result in the departure of the 
Afghans isn't worth the paper it's 
s^ed on to Pakistan,^' one 
analyst commented. “And they 
can hardly send in the army and 
force the rebels to agree." 

To add to Pakistan’s problems, 
the Iran arms shipment crisis 
could weaken Presideat Reagan’s 
ability to maintain his steadfast 
militaiy and economic support for 
the Islamabad goveronent, the 
analysis say. • 

Moderately optimistic no'ises 
about . the peace process have 
come from Gorbachev and 
Najibullah, who expressed the 
belief that there were “real ways 
towards a speedy and cardii^ 
normalisation" of the situation. 

Even Pakistan’s President 
Mohammad Zia U1 suggested 


that the Geneva' talks m Fdmiaiy 
roi^t produce a “miracle oi the 
20tb century ." 

Well-informed sources in 
Islamabad have said agreement 
was reached in principle that the 
United Nations would monitor a 
Soviet withdrawal and cessation of 
rebel arms suppb'es. 

Meanwhile as the level of 
fighting inside Af^anistan falls 
with the winter temperatures,the 
Soviet leadership faces the 
unpialatable truth that seven years' 
of military involvement have left 
them no nearer to craving the 
rebels. 

Since the first troops arrived 
over Christmas 1979, Soviet' 
forces have been built up to an 
estimated 115,000. Western 
experts say that despite the 
proclaimed’ withdrawal of six 
regiments in November, 
replacements and fluctuations 
have left the total force at around' 
the same figure. 

Earlier this year reports from 
Afghanistan indicated the 
government was making slow but 
steady progress in expanding its 
control. But since then the tables 
have turned. 

The arrival of more 
sophisticated weaponry —said by 
hfoscow to include U8. Stinger 
missiles — has enabled the rebels 
partly to neutralise Soviet and 
government aic. control. 

Washington says the guerrillas- 
bave recently been shooting down 
an average of one helicopter or 
fixed-wing plane a day. c^liging 
Soviet and Afghan government 
soldiers to alter their tactics and 
reduce the effectiveness of their 
domination of the air. 

A major government operation 
two months ago to push the reltels 
out of rocket range of Kabul h^ 
apparently failed to secure peace, 
and quiet for the capitaL 

The second and third biggest 
cities, Herat and Kandahar, have 
been racked by sometimes heavy 
fighting for months. The guerrillas 
say they control mudi of both cites 
at night. 

Itie rebels show no signs of 
flagging. 

“We foresee more successes 
next year," said Allauddin, a 
commander of the 
Jamiat-l-Islami group. “The 
Mujaheddin have jxepared for a 
long war."

Oo- Jw. 16, Soviet Foreign 
.Miaister Eduard vShevardnadze 
warned that U.S. refusal to join 
Gorbachev’s moratorium on 
nudear weapons testing could 
jeopardise plans for the next 
summit. 

Reagan responded at greater 
length to Goibachev’s proposal on 
Feb.'23, urging the elimination of 
medium-range nuclear missUes 
from Europe as a step towards a 


more comprehensive agreement. 
'Three days later, the president 
declared himself ready to meet 
again witii Gori>achev whether 
or not there was progress on arms 
control 

spokesman warned 
repeatedly that pro^cts for a 
summit were jeopardised by the 
U.S. order to cut the she of the 
Soviet UJN. mission and failure to 
read) accord on security matters. 
Spying accusations delayed 
proi^tects for tiie summit. 

Finally, on Sept. 30, the 
Kremlin and the White House 
announced that Gori>achev and 
Reagan would meet Oct. 10-1 1 in 
Iceland, not in the United States 
as the America hoped. 


The session in Reykjavik was 
billed as a “pre-summit" to 
determine whether sufficient 
'agreement existed to allow 
Gorbachev to sign an arms control 
agreement if he came to America. 

Talks took an unexpected turn 
in freianH as Goibacfaev made 
unforeseen concessions: He 
offered to remove all Soviet 
medium-range SS-20 missiles 
from Europe and cut strategic 
nuclear delivery systems by 50 per 
cent. 

Reagan and his aides were 
drawn into a fast-paced 
bargaining session which finally 
foundered on the president’s 
refusal to accept Gort>achev’s 
demand that the United States 
restrict “Star Wars" testing to the 
laboratory for a decade. 

' * We were on the verge of taking 
a major, history-making 
agreement," Gorbachev later told 
reporters. “Since the American 
administration, as we understand 
now, is out to make a 
breakthrough via SDI to military 
superiority, it even went so far as 
to bury the accords on which we 
already reached agreement.” 

In the days after the summit, 
o±er major differences became 
apparent. Gorbachev said that 
Reagan had agreed to scrap all 
..nuclear weapons, oyer IQ years. 

. ,iTowever, th^Arneric^s^id 
' ^uld coii^er eUmmat^'bnly 
balfistic missiles, such aS those 
launched from silos and 
submarines, leaving bombers and 
cruise missiles, in which the 
United States has an edge. 

As the weeks passed, it became 
clearthat U.S. alfies in Europe, as 
well as members of Congress and 
American generals, feared the 
Soviet advantage m oonvedtional 
weapons and therefore ' were 
reluctant to eliminate ballistic 
missiles.

Gorbachev-Reagan Reykjavik 
Tfff-gting m October, and Ronald 
Reagan'sown inesiden^ stricken 
by the covert Iran anns deals. 

Several heads of government 
"'and state departed the scene 
suddaily, through death or 
iqtheaval. Ihey included Swedish 
Prime hfioister Olof ^Ime who 
was assassinated, Ferdinand 
Mateos of the PhOq^ines and 
Jean-Oande Dnvalier of Haiti 
who were toppled and Presideat 
Samoia Madiel of Mozambique 
who was killed in a plane crash. 

The American spa^ dSsaster, in 
wiiicfa .seven astronauts were 
IdQed when ChaHenger exploded 
just after liftoff, was 
ovetdadowed bn April 26 by a far* 
more chilling illustration of 
tedmological falfibihly, as the 
stricken number four reactor at 
toe ChezDobyl nudear plant in the 
' Soviet Union spewed out 
radiaiiMi over most of Europe. 

Although only 31 people died 
as direct result of the aeddent, 
some estimates said premature 
deaths from cancer cau^ by the 
release of radiation could be much 
higher. 

The killer disease AIDS 
continued its mardi. across toe 
world, as governments woke up to 
what scientists desertoed as toe 
^eatest threat to the human race 
since toe blade death plague of toe 
Middle Ages. The World Health 


ten million people Wbridt^e 
were already eanymg the virus. 

In Nbventoer, Europe was hit 
by a new environmental 
catastrophe when 30 tonnes of 
toxic c^micals swq>t into toe 
River. Rhine after .a fixe at the 
Sandoz chemical firm ia Basle, 
Switzerland, devastatmg -fish life 
and seriously affieetnig' drinking 
water supplin in West. Germany 
and The Netherlands. 

Freddent Reagan, who began 
1986 with Americans rating him 
one of toe roost popular presideDts 
ever, finished ffie year very 
toffeientiy. After toe setoadc 
the November congressional 
elections in iririch his Republican 
Party lost its Senate majo^, he 
beemne embroiled in toe most 
serious cri s i s of his presidency 
iriien it emeiged that the UB. had 
• secretly sold arms to Iran and that 
profits from toe had been 
(fiverted to fund contra guerrillas 
fitting toe leftot government of 
Nicaragua. 

In the Soviet. Union, 
Communist Party leader Mikhail 
Goihacbev pressed on with 
attenqrfs to reform his country’s ' 
.system. In December, he 
dramadeally ordered toe rdease 
fiom internal mule ^ Andrei 
Sakharov, the leading Soviet 
dissideat, in what some Western 
commentators said could herald a 
major rethink of toe problem of 
dissent. 

Dominatiag international 
diplomacy in 1986 was the 
October Re^javik meeting. A 
major arms control agreetaent 
loomed tantalismgly close, but 
finally eluded Reagan and 
Gorba^ev. Though both leaders 
blamed each other for the foihire 
of toe talks, to^ (fid agree that the- 
American “Star Wars” space 
we^ns programme had been the 
main bone of contentfon. 

After Reykjavik, the prospects 
for an arms pact appeared to fade 


as Goibachev insisted toat aiQr 
arms control package must 
iudude curbs on Star Wars and' 
Reagan remained adanunt toat 
his space weapons research would 
go on. 

One setback came at toe end of. 
November, when Reagan 
deployed a nuclear-armed 
bomber which breached the 1979 
SALT-2 arms treaty between toe 
two superpowers. Though toe 
treaty was never ratified in toe 
Unit^ States, Congress sttbn^y 
opposed the move, and 
Giojbachev described it as a 
“major mistake.” 

The year saw major worid 
economies expand, but not 
.vigorously enough to dent 
unenq>loyment totals. A hti^ 
U.S. trade deficit headed towards 
$145 bilBon, eliciting calls for 
protectfoaist measures in the 
United States. 

At year-end, the 24-oatk>n 
Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) warned of the danger 
that protectk>ni8m could stole 
world trade and endang er even 
toe present modest espansioo. 

But infiation was dovni in many 
natioas, paxdy because (rf dieaper 
ofl. Year-end saw the once-mighty 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
plmming to try to defend a price at 
$18 a barrel after a year of which 
OPEC President Rilwanu 
Lukman said: *‘I wish it ciidn't 
happen.” 

The oO glut during 1986 had 
sent prices {dunging from $30 to 
below $9 in July, before OPEC 
production controls edged it up 
again. 

Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani, 
architect of OPEC economic 
power in the 1970s, was efismissed 
as Saudi 03 Minister by King 
Fahd, apparently over dif&eooes 
on how to cope wito the glut 

Despite strains that low o3 
prices exerted on oil exporters 


such as Mexkb, Ecuador and 
Veneznela, the Third World debt 
crisis was eased. Debt 
resdiedaling ^reements for -toe 
two largest deters, Brazil and 
Mexico were readied and one was 
being finalised for Nigeria. 

Two major oatoral disasters in 
■ 1986 Wtod at least 3,000 people. 
In August a freak release of toxic 
gases &om the volcanic Lake Nios 
in CamerouD killed over 1,700 
vhile an earthquake struck the El 
Salvadorean capital San Salvador 
in October, leaving an estimated 
1400 dead. 

On the mternatiooal front. ■ 
Wadungton’s anger over what it 
alle^ as Libyan-inspired acts of 
tenor against the United States — 
by Libya — led'to direct 
mifitary oonfrontation in March 
and April after a series to attacks 
in whi^ Americans were killed. 

^en Libya fired migMies atj 
U.S. aircraft 00 manoeuvres wito 
toe Sixto Heet in the Gulf of Sirte 
— whkh Li^a considers as its 
historical territorial waters — the 
Americans retaliated by attaddng 
Ubyan patrol boats and a 
land-based miss3e she. 

Then in i^ril, after a bomb 
.attack which killed a U.S. 
serviceman in West Berlin, 
Washington laiwirh#^ nigh r- rinrift 
air raids on TY^li and Benghazi. 
Among toe scores of casualties, 
ho^ital officials said Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadhafi’s 
adopted baby daughter was lulled. 

South Ainca was rarely out of 
the news. A government 
i nq>osition of a state of emeigency 
in June after some 2,000 people 
had died in over two years of 
anti-apartheid riots in black 
townships led, according to 
monitoring groups, to the 
imprisonment witoout trial of 
more than 20,000 people. 

Pressure from the rest of the 
worid for radical reforms of the 
apartheid tystem was stepped up 
during the year. The U.S. 


Congress voted to inqiose a 
comprehensive package of 
economie sanctions, and a series 
of piill-oats Ity trig multinationals 
followed. Otoer sanctions were 
imposed by the 'European 
Commoniiy 'and the 
Commonwealth. 

On October 19, an .aiifiner 
carrying Mozambican President 
Samoia Machel pVm ghed into a 
South African hfllSe, killing 
Madiel and 33 others. Blacdc 
African states accused Pretoria of 
involvement in the cradi, a charge 
South Africa vigorously denied. 

In the Middle East, efforts to 
achieve a peaceful settiement to 
the Aiab-Israeli conflict received 
a setoack when tallcg between 
Jordan and Palestme Lfoeration 
Organisation (PLO) broke down. 

Jordan pushed for an 
inteinational peace conference 
and rejected overtures from Israel 
to enter into direct negotiations. 

The Iian-fraq war entered its 
seventh year with no signs of a 
move towards pe^ or either side 
gaming a si^ificant military 
advantage. Attacks on shying in 
the Gulf intensified with at least 
80 vessels hit this year and more 
than so seamen IdUed. 

More blood was shed in 
Lebanon, weary of 11 years of 
civO war. A Syrian -brokered 
peace pact between the main 
Christian and Muslim mOitias 
collapsed at toe start of the year 
«hen Christian President Amin 
Gemayel withheld his harfrtng 

The Itidnapping of foreigners in 
Lebanon by extremists continued, 
pronqiting a mass exodus of most 
remaining Westerners from 
Muslim west Beirut. Hostages 
were freed after strenuous 
mediation contacts with Syria and 
Iran but others were quickly 
taken. 

As 1986 drew to a close, 19 
foreigners were believed held in 
captivity, mostly Americans and 


Frmichmen. 

The assassinatkm of Swedish 
leader Olof Pafane in February by 
stiU-uaideDtified kiUeis seat a 
shock wave through Europe. The 
gumung-tiown on a Stodcholm 
street to a leader best known for 
his casqiaigaiag on toe worid 
stage for denx>ciacy, peace and 
social justice remained hard to 
explain.' 

In toe FhOippines, the 20-year 
government of Ferdinand Marcos 
came to a sudden end as crowds 
took to toe streets in a largely 
non-violent display of 
“people-power” following a 
mili tary uprising. The United 
States, long his staunchest ally, 
finally whfadrew its support and he 
was forced to flee into ex3e in 
Hawaii in February. 

Corazott Aquino, widow of 
assassinated opirosition leader 
Benigno Aquino, became 
president 

In toe Caribbean republic of 
Haiti, the IS-year- rule of former 
president-for-life Jean-Claude 
Ottvalier came to a dramatic 
end. “Baby 'Doc” left Haiti in 
February, ending 38 years of rule 
by the Cavalier dyna^, after two 
months of widespread 
demonstrations and the 
witodrawal of support by the 
United States, which helped him 
escape to France. 

In Africa, the acute famine and 
drought problems of previous 
years, which had in^ired the live 
aid series of fund-raising concerts, 
eased after two years of good 
rainfall though United Nations 
experts warned that Angola, 
Mozambique, Sudan, Ethiopia 
and Botswana remained in dire 
need of assistance in the aftennato 
of the drought. 

Nigerian playwright and 
noveUst Wole Soyinka became 
toe first African to win the Nobel 
Prize for literature . Soyinka called 
toe prize “a trfoute to Africa.”

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VEGETARIANS can no longer 
be dismissed as crackpots whose 
diet endangers their lives.' 
Ai^iaren^, they live kmger and 
do not die from cardiovascular 
diseases and cancer as often as do 
their contemporaries with 
conventional eating and 
behaviour habits.

Since 1978, 1,904 peiscms (8S8 
males and 1,046 females) have 
taken part in tiiis study and. 
voluntarily completed a general 
questionnaire toi their v^tarian 
way ci life. For the sake of 
tfiSerentiated evaluations, tile test 
persons were divided into two 
groups: the “surief ' aid the “less 
strict’ vegetarians. The fiist group 
eooasted of persons who bro 
eaten no form of meat or fish since' 
th^ toede np their vegetarian (Set; 
the seccrod group was made op of 
persmis vtoo only eat meat or fito 
occasimiBlly. 

The tenns used to describe 
peoi^ who go without meat, fito 
and other products of aziimal 
origin vary. The following 
rlagrifirat ji j n y for the different 
vegetarian ffoups seem to be the 
most commonly accepted. 
OvD^acto vegetarians are peisoDS 
vtoo eat products such as 

mint, food with a lactic base and 
but do not consume meat 
from warm or cold-blooded 
aamab.

the mote expeneoced Anders 
Janyd and Joakim Nystrom. 

"Pemfois played fantastic 
tennis, but he‘s shown me in 
practice that he was capable of it," 
said Olsson. 

Cash is scheduled to team with 
John Fitzgerald to face Edbeig 
and Jarryd in the doubles 
Saturday, with the reverse singles 
scheduled for Sunday. 

Pernfors’ only previous 
ei^rience on gras courts was at 
Wimbledon earlier this year, 
where he won three matdies 


before losing to eventual winner 
Boris Becker of West Germany in 
the quarterfinals.

English Channel: Mecca of marathon swimming

DOVER, England —Coated with 
porpoise ofl. wearing scarlet silk 
tninks and fortified brandy, 
ale. beef tea and coffee, the 
intrepid Capt. Matthew Webb 
astooiriied the world in 1875 by 
sft' imming the English Channel. 

They've been doing it ever 
since. 

No matter that 297 people have 
conquered the channel, that one 
man has done it 31 times, that 
another sv^-am from England to 
France, then France to En^and, 
then England to Fiance all in one 
go —the English Channel stiU is to 
swimming what Mount Everest is 
to mounjaia ctimbing. 


"The summit of evefy marathon 
swimmer’s ambition is to swim the 
channel," says Ray Scott, 
chairman of the Channel 
Swimming Association, which 
aufiienticates swims. 

Of 47 attempted solo crossings 
of the 39-kflometre channel in 
1986. 21 were successful: eight 
Britons, seven Americans, two 
New Z^anders, and one each 
from Japan, India and Mexico. 

There were 17 successful and 
four unsuccessfol crossbgs by 
six-member relay teams, one 
successful two-way relay and one 
trple relay. 

Nobody knows how many 
people have taken cm the cb'annel, 
but Scott estimates 3,750 
thxoughout bistoiy. With 297 
confinned solo swims — 199 men 


aDd98women — thatwouldmean 
that fewer than one in 10 who 
have ever tried the channel made 
iL 

"Forty-seven countries now 
have had successful swimmers, 
and there are six ofiier countries 
±at have tried it and haven't made 
it," Scott said. "Of the world's 
major countries, only Russia and 
Qiina ^ven't tried (he channel."

British tanker sinks after 


running aground; 12 killed 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) - A 
British-owned tanker sank early 
Frid^ after hitting a rock on the 
east coast of Iceland and all 12 
crewmen were feared dead, 
Iceland's National Rescue 
Oiganisatioa said. 

Rescuers found one of the 
crewmen alive but he died a short 
time later, said rescue 


orj^aoisation spokesman Johannes 
Bnem. 

The 1,260-ton Syneta sent a 
distress call at about midnight 
GMT saying it had run agroiuKl 
and couldn't launch any of its life 
rafts because the tanker was too 
dose to the rock. 

Mr. Briem said the crew of 12 
apparently jumped into the sea' 
u^en the sfa^ began to sink. 

Rescuers recovered seven 
bodies, all in the lifejackets, and 
spotted the bodies of two others 
tefore they sank, he said. The 
odier three crewmen were missing 
and presumed dead though a 
search was still undeiw^. 

The 86-metre syneta, 
registored in Giiraltar and owned 
by Syndicated Tank^iip Ltd., 
carried a crew of 12; rix Britons 
and six men from toe Cape Verde 
Islands, Mr. Briem said. Uoydrs 
Shipping InteUigeaoe said toe 
Syneta was buuUt in 1969 and 
owned Haggerstooe Marine 
Ltd. outside London. 

Mr. Briem said toe Syneta was 
enroute to Eskif joidur on toe east 
coast of Iceland to pick up a cargo 
of fishliveroil when it ran aground 
on &rudur Rods at the mouth of 
the Faskrudsfjordur Fjord. 
Lloyd's said the ship left the 
Engiito port of Liverpool on Dec. 
20 . 

Mr. Briem said toe crew gave an 
incorrect position 16 kilometres 
Dorto of Skrudur Rock in toe 
Mayds^ call But he said rescuers 
found the tanker after seeing a 
distress lodcet Qare fired by toe 
crew.

Meanwhile re^ue officials 
called off a seardi Frid» for three 
missing crewmen from an 
Icelandic freighter that sank in 
rough seas in the North Atiandc 
early Christmas , morning, 
Britain’s Royal Air force (RAF) 
said. 

Five aewmen of toe freighter 
Suduriand were rescued from a 
life rafr by a Danish Coast Guard 
helicopter and were being taken 
^ a Coast Guaid fri^te to 
Thorshaven in the Faroe Islands, 
the RAF said. 

Ll David Burnett of RAF 
Kinloss, whidi took part in the 
rescue,said toreeof toe llcrewof 
toe S^OO-ton Suduriand were 
initially lost when it went dovra 
midway between Iceland and 
Norway. Ofricials searched but 
could not find toe men. 

The otoer e^t.managed to get 
into one of toe Suduc^efs life 
rafts, but three of the eight had 
died of exposure by toe time toe 
Danish belkx>pter arriv^ to 
rescue them. 

The five survivors were winched 
from toe life raft to toe helicopter 
and Sown to toe Coast Guard 
frigate, which was patroUing 
the coast of Greenland, where a 
doctor treated them for shock and 
exhaustioa. 

Ll Buniett added: "The sea 
conditions were very rough 
following four days of ^e-fotoe 
winds toe positioa that toe 
sh q) sank in was as far from land as 
it’s possible to be in this part of the 
woAl. So I toink there are five 
very lucky people." 

Gudmundur Asgeirsson,

Capt. Sigurdur Siguxjonsson 
sent a radio distress call vtoen the 
freighter be^ listing after being 
hammered ^ heavy seas and hit 
tw a big wave. It sank about 30 
routes later. 

Iceland Rescue Authorities 
heard Sigurjonsson’s distress call 
and planes and ships from 
Scotland, Denmark, Norway and 
the Faroe Islands were sent to toe 
area in response.

The study, which fbaiid pp 


evidence cf a wide range of other 
major health disoidets such as 
biilfa defects and infertility, 
surv^ed 744 of DigitaFs neany 
2,000 Mnkera at tiie Hudson 
Semiconductor Plant. Of those 
studied, 294 were production-line 
workers and the rest were 
Don-pioductioa woikera. 


The study, based on tiie histoiy 
of thewqdtenatthe plant for fire 
years, was designed to measure a 
wide range of possible health 
problems among women and men.

Colon cancer linked with high cholesterol 


BOSTON (AP) -- Mra with high 
cholesterol are about 60 per cent 
more likely than those with 
normal cholesterol levels to get 
coin cancer, accordng to a stu^. 

A second study also suggests 
tiiat diets rich in frtt may cause 
cokm cancer and linla high 
cholesterol with coloa polyps 
toat often become cancerous. 

But the researdi, conducted by 
sdeotists in Sweden and West 
Germany and published in 
Thursday's New England Journal 
of Medicine, found no evideDoe 
toat men wito unusually low 
cholesterol levels feoe an elevated 
can cer risk, as so me eailier studies 
bad suggested. 

Boto groups noted thatbigh-fat 
diets cause an increase in toe 
body's excretion of bfle adds, 
whito are known to promote 
tumor g iuwth in animals. 

The West German team said 
that a high-fibre diet is tirought to 
protect against colon cancer by 
increasing fecal volume and 
Icrwering tiie concentration erf 
cancer-causing agents -in the

hi this analysis, those with high 
cholesterol fa^ levels of 'more 
than 267, while those with low 
levels were below 173. Tbe 
^conclusions applied to boto men 
and women. 

People can increase their 
cholesterol levels by eating 
saturated fat. The researchers 
speculated that tbe elevated 
cholesterol levels they saw were a 
sign of high fat consunqition. And 
it was the fet, not the diolesterol. 
that sootebow increased their 
cancer ride. 

Tbe suggestion that low 
cholesterol levels might be 
associated wito an increased risk 
of colon cancer emerged a few 
^is syp from bean research, 
including the long-running 
Framinriiam Heart Study, but the 
Swedish Traeaxebera said this 
findingcDuJd have a mistake. 

The Swedes said that people 
with a low diolesterol who went 
on to get colon cancer m^t 
already have bad undiagnosed 
cancer wfoen their cholesterol 
measured. And the cancer itself 
might have depressed their- 
cholesterol levels. If that is true, 
then the cancer caused toeir low 
cbolesteroL, rather than the iow 
cholesterol causing their cancer.
